EUROPE. 

Vienna, Feb. 6 —As nil known Social- 
ist ajjitatorH hiivo biu-ii expelled or arrcbt- 
od truops (iro no longer kLii>t under itrma. 
Railway conipaniubh^tvu been f.irtiiddon t<. 
carry oxploaives witlioui poririissiuu of 
Oovoriinieiit utlioial.f. 

London, Feb. 0. — A Dublin corrospoiid- 
ontaayg the aulhoritie.s have for sonio 
tinio been in posseaaion of informatioD uf 
of Fenian plots, which hove led to the re- 
moval to Engliiwd of imprisoned Invin- 
ciblofl.

Tho 
Ropiiblique Francaiao ironically presumes 
that England is strong enoui^h to act alone 
otherwiao she wuu d ni't li«vo a^aumtd 
the reapi n-iibility ui exolu.lnii,' Europe, 
and especially France, from • irai ticipntiou 
in the flettlomunt of Egyptian atfairs.

Montreal, Feb. li, -Tho icti festival 
OOUtinuod to day. .\ va.il ooiiCiUrse of 
pflople, inciudinji many fr.uu the .Stn.teB, 
witnessed the sportd, which couaiated in 
a sleighing parade and a battle at tho pal- 
aoo, which was attacked and defended by 
parties of 1600 members of th« snow ahoe 
club, briijhtly costumed and carryiny 
torches. 

EASTERN STATES. 

BOBTOM, Feb. (i.— Csptaiii Burnham, of 
tho board of Inspectois of Steam vchsels 
for Boston district, Btatod to an As.-iociat- 
ed Press roprorfen t.il ive that the c:intain 
of thosteamHhip Olaucus p.iu 'od llie wieck 
of the steamship City of Columbus after 
daylight, on the morning of the disuaior, 
and reoogniaed her, and that signals of 
diatrusa were seen from the Glaucus, but 
the latter steamer did not stop because 
the captain did not wish to be delayed on 
his tri[i. "This," faid Ciptiiiu Ijuriihani, 
"is one of tho most lienrtle-is ihingi I over 
heard of. It was outr.ifjenLis I propose 
• to summon the entire ciow of the Giaocus 
and take tho testimony before ihrj Board. 
I never heard of such a violation of that 
holy but unwritten law of humanity b.j 
essential and also i,'eijcrilly rojpected 
among searoon. "

Concho special says: Tliis morning tho 
stage going to Abilene met the incoming 
mail from that town and gave information 
that it had been 3t..|.|)ed abtmt a mile 
back and the mall ro':)l)e'l .>f all Its cash, 
and one paateny>.'r it'lii!vi.'d ..jf -525 Tlie 
first coach h.id ab^iaid ri.:i;.;euu Turbuar,^ 
of the Slate Uangere, Slieritf Uerald of 
Don Juan county, N. M., Edgar Stetson 
of Oahkoah, Wis , Samoel P. Cochran of 
Dallas, Tex., and a Uoiiod States «oldior. 
Tho ranger and .sUerili were ahnie 'irmed, 
and they ordered the diivi r to j^o ahead, 
and quickly laid their pi.^tuls acruai their 
laps, and when tno spot was reachird tho 
coaoh was eomnianded to hall by two 
masked men coming from tho mesquiie 
brush. The Slu-ntl fired, and \\h shot 
was rotnrnod. The rangei then tonk aim 
and 6rjd, and hi.i m.m thn;w his piatnl 
into tiio air, placed hi.* hand ovyr hia 
stomach and fell. Tho horses etartod to 
run, and the firing from and iiuo the stage 
with great rapidity. The Sheriti' was hit 
in the ahonlder, and a second ball entered 
his back and passed through tho stomach. 
A spent ball struck Cochrane in the back 
and thrco shots pasiod throuiih his over- 
coat. Ho was nut seriously hurt. Tho 
ooachdrovointo Concho as quickly aa p.iss- 
Iblo. Sheriff Gerald will die. Thi.sisthe 
third robbery of the same stage within a 
month. The pna.ie to-d;4.y found traces of 
tho wounded roatl ng'jiit, who had boon 
carried oL'' by his c. :i-:;p:Miiuu. Pirtioa 
are aconriug tho cnuii'.ry. A ro-vurd of 
81,000 has been otl'ered by oitizens for 
tho capture of tho robbers.

gr jund that it reduces tho duty on Cali- 
turiiia produota whicli in their opdiiiou 
cannot stand it. Air. Henley, in cunver- 
sitiun this ovoninf;, said: "Morrison's 
bill h.is no oarlhly allow i.f pa.ssing tho 
hou.se. Muro than that tho domucrats 
who Voted in the c.iucua fur Carlisle will 
oppose any such plan for reforming tho 
t.irilf. I believe any bi.l proposing hori- 
Ziiiital reduction presents so many quos- 
tiunable features that this cuntiress will 
h.'.rdly cunsent tu consider it. In Cali- 
furnia v.'y cannot permit any reduction on 
tai.iins, orain^os, borax, wool, wine or 
luuibor without material injury being done 
tu those industries. 

Morrison's bill proposes to put lumber 
fur v.harhng and in an unhewn stato on 
tho free list. This practically abolishes 
tho duty on k;nibt.T on tho Pacific coast, 
f.ir British Columbia lumbermen with tho 
Chinese whom they employ almost ex- 
clusively will send unhewn logs into 
WKshingtoti Territory by the millions and 
drive tho >vhile men there and in Oregon 
iiut uf buaiiie.sf. The lumbormen of Pu- 
gci Sound in such competition would 
oithfir have to cut down tho wages of 
white employes to tho Chinese standard 
ur leave the business. Chinamen can bo 
imported into Briti .h Oolunib'a and wagi » 
can bo kept dowu, wiiirois no man un 
this dido uf the lint> coold crsj-.to auch 
C'lmpetition in w.iges, as Chinamen can no 
lunger be imporiod into the United 
States.

if tliey dated from yesterday. It ia de- 
clared by coinpctenL judges to 1)0 tho 
ricbciit mosaic yot discovered, no 
museum in Europe possessing one to 
match it. Aa for its yalue, they de- 
cline to namo a definite sum, though 
tlioy express tlie opinion ihatit cannot 
lie wonli less than 1,000, 000 francs at 
till! lowest. Tlie unfortunate owner 
nf the hou.59 in v.h ch this treasure has 
been ditjcovi red h d ju t sold tho pro- 
[loriy to the municipality for less than 
i:2,0U0. This body will frame the 
motsaic, and place it in tlie muaeuia of 
the town, already so rich in ioi.-al relics 
nf the Roman period. — Si Jamia 
Gazette.
